Villagers Hear 
Needs in Talk by 
City Manager 


Opposition th at reared its head 
to the imposition of a city sales 
tax in the packed auditorium of 
the 
city council 
cham ber 
last 
Tuesday night, saw most of those 
who differed w ith the proposition 
swing completely in favor of the 
plan when the proponents of the 
idea finished telling why they 
thought that the tax ranging from 
one-half cent to as high as two 
cents should be enacted into a 
law. 
Councilman A rm and Turonnet, 
chairm an of the comm ittee inves­ 
tigating the feasibility of a sales 
tax, took the public hearing over 
from Mayor C larence Hyde and 
quickly asked th a t those in op­ 
position to the sales tax speak 
first. 


THE MAJORITY of those who 
came forward to tell why they 
w ere against a sales tax claimed 
they were trailerites living in the 
the Orchard T railer Park. In ad­ 
dition, at least a half dozen signed 
petitions 
w ere 
presented 
to 
Turonnet’s com m ittee at the same 
time, presum ably signed by those 
in opposition to the tax. 
W hen this side of the hearing 
was completed, the proponents oi 
a city- wide sales 
tax rose to 
speak in turn and as heated at 
the opposition was, those in favor 
of the proposition were equally 
as hot in favor of the plan and 
their suggestions for the am ount 
of tax to be imposed ran from 
one-half cent to tw o cents. 


CITY MANAGER William E. 
A lw orth was called upon by both 
sides to explain the reason for the 
tax and w hat w ould be done with 
the money w hen raised. When he 
finished answ ering the numerous 
questions and those in favor of a 
sales tax finished in support of 
the deal one person after another, 
form erly in the opposition camp, 
rose to tell the council that they 
had changed th eir minds about 
the tax. 
For a time the meeting turned 
into one in w hich the trailerites 
attem pted to show that because 
they live in trailers the rest of the 
comm unity should not look down 
upon 
them. 
M ore 
than 
one 
speaker rose to tell the packed 
auditorium and the members of 
the city council th at those living 
in trailers represented a cross­

Gives Village

Palm Springs came in for some 
coast to coast radio-netw ork pub­ 
licity Tuesday afternoon when 
Earl Coffman, co-owner of the 
Desert Inn told the country that 
despite 
recent 
headlines 
Palm 
Springs was not given back to 
the Indians. 
On the "News of the W orld” ra­ 
dio program by John Vandercook 
em anating from New York City, 
Earl Coffm an was picked up via 
long distance as he stood in front 
of a N ational Broadcasting Sys­ 
tem m icrophone in the Fiesta 
House of the Desert Inn and was 
interrogated by John Storm of 
NBC. 


COFFMAN explained th at de­ 
spite new spaper reports to the 
contrary, the recent N inth Fed­ 
eral Court of Appeals decision 
which ruled 
that Lee 
Arenas, 
Mission L ndian was entitled to 
his 1927 allotm ent of land, all of 
Palm Springs was not given back 
to the Indians as reported. 
The hotel man, who shared the 
radio spot w ith M organ Beatty, 
from W ashington, D. C. and A d­ 
miral R ichard F-. Byrd, who spoke 
from 
the South Pole, declared 
that in view of the high prices 
for which real estate is being 
sold in Palm Springs, the Indians 
here would benefit greatly if al­ 
lotted their lands and allowed to 
sell them . 
To one of Storm 's 
questions, asking if hotels are 
situated on the Indian reservation 
Coffman replied no and then ad ­ 
ded that the Indians ren t the land 
for trailer parks and sim ilar hous­ 
ing deriving an income of more 
than $100,000 annually.

Chamber Is Asked 
to Underwrite Lease 
on Building Here 


"Off again, on again, Finne­ 
gan" is the phrase being used 
by H arry Harper, m anager of the 
Palm Springs C ham ber of Com­ 
merce w hen talking about his at­ 
tem pts to obtain th e use of the 
officer’s club at th e airfield. 
And all of H arper's indignation 
as a result of the pushing around 
he has received centers around 
the head of Col. A. J. Read, 
w ith the Los Angeles branch of 
the War Assets adm inistration. 


WHEN THE CITY COUNCIL 
turned down the 
governm ent’s 
p r o p o s i t i o n 
of $150 for the 
monthly rental of the officers 
club, several fratern al and serv­ 
ice organizations cam e to Harper 
and asked him to enlist the aid 
of the cham ber in obtaining a 
lease on the building. 
As a result, during more than 
a month of negotiations one day 
Col. Read would ask th at the 
cham ber comply w ith this and 
th at regulation and if done, it 
would get the officers' club. This 
occurred on several occasions and 
each time, according to Harper, 
Mr. Read would ask for the per­ 
formance of other requirem ents 
and the filing of still other ap­ 
plications. 


IN THE MEANTIME the Los 
Compadres club, which wanted 
to use the building, were refused 
and the Jew ish Ladies’ group, 
w ith a dinncr-dance scheduled 
for February 21, w ere assured 
that they would be able to use 
the building and w ent ahead with 
the printing of tickets and adver­ 
tising. But Col. Read changed his 
m ind and decided that no one 
but the city can obtain a month 
to month lease of th e property. 
Reached 
by 
telephone, 
Col. 
Read declared th a t the govern­ 
m ent is not in th e "one-night" 
rental 
business 
of 
its 
surplus 
properties. He added that if he 
allowed one group to use it, he 
would be forced to let others do 
the same. 
“Why,” he asked, "doesn’t the 
City of Palm Springs lease the 
building? I have perm ission from 
W ashington to lease it to the city 
right now.” 


AS A RESULT of this state­ 
m ent a movement got under way 
in the city yesterday to guaran­ 
tee to the council, th at the city 
would not lose a cent if it went 
ihead w ith the lease. 
Those who would like to use 
the officers club for a meeting 
place and an entertainm ent cen­ 
ter for large social events are, 
in addition to the Los Compadres, 
and the Jew ish W om en’s group, 
the Owen Coffm an Post of the 
American Legion, Palm Springs 
Post 34 of the AM VETS, the 
Disabled A m erican W ar Veterans 
and the Frontier Post of the Vet­ 
erans of Foreign W ars. 


ALSO PLANNING to hold a 
benefit dance at the club is the 
Palm Springs fire departm ent.

Two Organizations 
Join Forces to 
List All Voters 


Are you

Springs?

(Recalling the early days of 
the desert, "Conky C onkw right", 
pioneer desert radio com m en­ 
tator. subm itted this article on 
the old oxen train w hich used 
to pass through the Village 
m any years ago. It’s a story of 
the desert the w ay it used to 
be— before 
people 
discovered 
that the desert w as a most 
healthful place in 
which 
to 
live. Ed. Note.) 
Among 
the 
pioneers of 
the 
west “Old Pop” Steuigcr is one 
of the most picturesque and col­ 
orful. Sixty-six years old “Pop” 
drove a six-oxen team through 
the Palm Springs area in his. an­ 
nual treck through the desert to 
and from the gold fields. 
A 
young 
man 
then 
“Pop” 
bought firew ater in K ansas City 
for 10 cents a gallon and sold 
it in Virginia City, Nevada, for 
som ething like $50 a quart. He 
hauled the cargoes in a wagon 
draw n by three team s of oxen. 
Uncle Sam sent a detachm ent of 
U. S. cavalry along to scout, gqidp 
and protect the precious cargo 
from Indians and o th er m araud­ 
ers th at roamed the plains, like 
Lopez, Q uantrell boys and Jesse 
Jam es. 


ONE YEAR was required to 
make the round trip. No women 
ever 
accom panied 
the 
hardy 
wagoneer, excepting the single 
instance 
when 
“Pop’s” 
m other 
went along, just for th e ride. But 
she w as built of tougher stock 
than m ost of the w om en today. 
In those days m illions of buf­ 
falo or bison ranged the plains 
and one tim e the train was re­ 
quired to halt and 
w ait three 
days for the vast herd of the 
the great beasts to pass. 


ON THE WAY, on the long, 
long haul, “Pop” stopped to have 
his oxen shod by another 
old 
desert pioneer. “Pop” Strebe, the 
father of Earle and George, now 
residing in Palm Springs. 
Now “Pop” Steuiger, 
in 
his 
nineties, and his faithful wife, 
live in the Golden W est, lured 
by the abundance 
of nature’s 
cornucopia. Here they expect to 
spend their rem aining days which 
will be im m easurably lengthened 
in this 
heaven on 
earth, the 
desert.

I 
used to live in a trailer here at 
one time and enjoyed the life.

C. S. (CAP) BASSETT, speak­ 
ing against the tax. pointed out 
that trailerites live in Palm 
Springs from 8 to 12 months a 
year and are good citizens of this 
community. 
"A good number of them are 
the working people of this town,” 
declared Bassett, "and they can’t 
shoulder any more taxes than 
they are paying now. Many of 
them are servicemen seeking 
homes here and intend to build,” 
he added. He went on to say that 
these people spend from three to 
five million dollars a year with 
merchants in the city. 
OTHERS WHO SPOKE against 
the tax were John H. Flint, 
Charley Knupp, electrical con­ 
tractor; R. H. Hubbell and Los 
Angeles attorney Rembert M. 
Trezevant. 
Among those who spoke in be­ 
half of the tax, declaring that the 
citv fathers should be supported 
in their improvement plan was 
Harold Hicks, president of the 
Palm Springs Water Company; 
Leo Baker, grocer; Hubbell, who 
finally ended upon the side of 
those in favor of the tax; K. 
Arkalian, home owner; Mrs. Mary 
Lou Whitehouse. date store pro­ 
prietor; Andre Nisson and M er­ 
rill Crockett, druggist. Frank 
Partridge, photographer, declared 
that $10 in taxes was not too much 
to pay in the way of taxes for the 
privilege of living in Palm 
Spring. 
BY THE TIME everybody was 
through talking and City M an­ 
ager Alworth finished explaining 
the reason for the tax, the under­ 
current of feeling which pervaded 
the packed auditorium indicated 
that most of the opposition had 
been overcome. 
Many of those who spoke in op­ 
position learned for the first time 
that the tax would parallel the 
taxation of such items as is now 
taxed by the State of California. 
This revelation and the outline 
of the program by Alworth 
swung opponents to the side of 
those in favor of the ordinance. 
ALWORTH 
POINTED OUT 
that 48 cities in the state are 
using a sales tax to enable cities 
to function and improve their 
ways of life. Among them were 
Colton, Redlands and San Ber­ 
nardino with a one-cent tax. O n­ 
tario, Uplands. Rialto and Los 
Angeles with one-half cent. 
"These cities have found the 
sales tax the most equitable form 
of taxation,” Alworth said. 
Inquiry at the city hall indi­ 
cated that the Orchard Trailer 
Camp is situated on Indian Res­ 
ervation and operated by Leo 
Arenas. Under the federal law an 
Indian cannot be taxed for any 
improvements on his property. 
Aside from the personal property 
tax imposed on trailerites by the 
county, the city derives no other 
income from those living on 
Indian land. 
IT WAS FURTHER LEARNED 
that due to the large areas of 
Indian land within the city lim ­ 
its, road construction, sewers and 
other facilities cost more because 
rights-of-ways must of necessity 
follow routes along the edge of 
these Indian owned sections of 
land.

To bring the city up to the 
standards of other communities 
the size of Palm Springs and in 
anticipation of wnat may be 
necessary several years hence, 
Alworth carefully outlined the 
needs of Palm Springs and to 
what use the revenue from the 
sales tax would be put. 
FIRST OF ALL he declared 
that the need for fire hydrants 
to give adequate protection would 
cost $5000. A branch fire station 
at the south end of town, $20, 
and $15,000 for the equipment. 
Under parks and recreation was 
included a swimming pool, ap­ 
proximately 40 feet by 60, esti­ 
mated to cost $60,000; six tennis 
courts at a cost of $21,000; w ad­ 
ing pool for children, $2000; base­ 
ball and softball diamonds, arch­ 
ery ranges, shuffle-board field 
and other similar facilities for 
such sports at $10,000. 
The cost of sewer extension, 
including the job of connecting 
the present sewage system with 
the one the Army is allowing the 
city to use, $40,000. Rehabilita­ 
tion of streets, repairs and rights 
of way, storm drains and con­ 
struction of culverts other than 
those to be built by the county 
flood control departm ent and in­ 
cluding the widening of Indian 
avenue has been placed at a cost 
of $60,000. 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS includ­ 
ing city offices, maintainencc 
yards, additions to the present 
police department, $134,600. This 
part of the program would suf­ 
fice, the city manager said for 
several years. An 18-hole golf

Thousand Palms 
On Air Map With 
New Port Opened

W illiam Mims, form er w artim e 
pilot, has opened a private a ir­ 
port in the rapidly developing 
new tow nsite and residential area 
of Thousand Palms. The new a ir­ 
port already has a blacktop strip 
of over tw o thousand feet iength, 
a w ater well developed and num ­ 
erous other physical alterations of 
the raw desert. 
Plans for the developm ent in ­ 
clude a unique airm otel catering 
to pilots almost exclusively. The 
developer believes that the con­ 
ventional 
facilities 
will 
prove 
wholly inadequate w hen flying 
becomes more popular after m ass 
production of private planes is a 
fact. 
Plans of the developm ent 
include both service of hotel and 
mechanical services together w ith 
a novel type of hangar protec­ 
tion for over-night planes. 
The creator also believes that 
pilots require an atm osphere of 
understanding for their particu­ 
lar needs and services. 
Mr. Sims comes to his under­ 
taking w ith an unusual back­ 
ground of long years in aviation. 
As w ith most seasoned pilots be­ 
fore the w ar he was a typical 
barnstorm er for a period of his 
life, and instructor later and d u r­ 
ing the w ar for four years flew 
the south Pacific in the famous 
unarm ed Pacific Overseas T rans­ 
port.

EXCLUSIONS FROM 
GROSS INCOME 
There are certain items of in-, 
come w hich can be excluded be­ 
cause they are exem pt from tax 
and in deciding w hether or not 
you m ust file a return you should 
exclude these items. 
The p rin ­ 
cipal exclusions follow: 
Armed Forces and Veterans— 
Exclude all pay for active ser­ 
vice under $1500.00; m ttstering- 
out pay; contributions by govern­ 
m ent to fam ily allowances; p en ­ 
sions and disability com pensation 
to veterans and their fam ilies. 
D I S A B I L I TY retirem ent pay. 
O ther retirem ent pay is taxable. 
I n t e r e s t 
on 
adjusted-service 
bonds. 
Social Security Benefits—P ay ­ 
m ents received from the Federal 
G overnm ent or from the S tate u n ­ 
der the social security program . 
Sickness and Injury Benefits— 
All am ounts received covering 
com pensation for sickness or bod­ 
ily injury under health and acci­ 
dent insurance, w orkm en's com ­ 
pensation, or damages. H owever, 
if you claim medical expenses on 
your current return, the am ounts 
received above must be deducted 
from the expenses. Also, if the 
am ounts received cover expenses 
w hich you claimed in prior years 
they m ust be included as income 
in the current year. 
Life Insurance — A m ounts re ­ 
ceived under a life insurance poli­ 
cy w hether paid in a lum p-sum or 
in installm ents. However, if the 
proceeds are left w ith the insur­ 
er und er an agreem ent to pay in ­ 
terest thereon, the interest should 
be included as income. 
Inheritances, Bequests, Gifts— 
The actual value of the property 
received is excluded but the in ­ 
come derived therefrom is ta x ­ 
able. 
Interest — Exclude interest on 
obligations of a State or political 
subdivision; interest on obliga­ 
tions of the United States issued 


prior to M arch 1, 1941, if made 
wholly exem pt from taxation by 
the Act authorizing their issuance. 
Also exclude interest received on 
U. S. Savings Bonds and Treasury 
Bonds issued prior to M arch 1, 
1941, on a principal am ount of 
bonds up to $5,000.00 (husband 
and wife on principal up to $10,­ 
000.00). In excess ef th at am ount 
the interest is excluded for NOR­ 
MAL TAX but not for SURTAX. 
(Next Tuesday: W hat consti­ 
tutes taxable income.)

There w as some eyebrow lift­ 
ing am ong m ilitary governm ent 
personnel w hen it was learned 
that the first export contract be­ 
tw een the new ly established ex- 
port-im port agency in the B rit­ 
ish zone was made w ith this p ar­ 
ticular company. 
There m ight well be.
